THAT  KRAFTWERK  DOCUMENTARY 
Good,  very  long  documentary  featuring  a  ton  of  people  who 
are  so  German  you  pretty  much  won't  believe  it.  A  personal 
fave  is  the  guy  from  Kluster,  who  was  filmed  in  front  of  his 
collection  of  contemporary  (post  iMac)  boomboxes,  the  kind 
that  look  like  insect  heads.
